After the adoption of the minutes 
of the last meeting, C. B. McMurdo 
and C. D, Smith, on behalf of the Ag- 
ricultural Society, addressed council 
respecting payment of an account of 
$25.00 for work at fair grounds last 
year, The city decided to pay $19.00 
of the account. 

Jos, Trea wrote regarding exchange 
of lots in city, and paying balance of 
taxes due, It was agreed to transfer 
10 lots north of city for two lots on 
Pearce street west. 

C. D. Smith wrote informing coun- 
cil that he had renewed insurance pol- 
icies for city liability for accident to 
pedestrians, and for members of the 
fire brigade. 

A letter from the Attorney General 
informed council that an amendment 
had been passed at the recent ses- 
sion to the Public Utilities Board 
Act, providing that an appeal from 
the court of revision must be made be- 
fore the Public Utilities Commission- 
ers, instead of before a district court 
judge. The correspondence was filed 
and His Worship was thanked for his 
efforts in having the legislation pass- 
ed by the legislature. 

City Solicitor Russell reported re- 
specting the City of Wetaskiwin vs 
Geo. L. Owen case. The letter was 
filed.

EDWARD BRAUN 
IS KILLED BY SON 
NEAR DIDSBURY 


Calgary, April 20.—Driven half fran- 
tic by the heart breaking cries of his 
mother who was slowly being beaten 
to death before his eyes, Harold 
Braun, aged 13 years, hit his father, 
Edward Franklin Braun, 41, three 
times over the head with the blunt 
end of an axe, killing him almost in- 
stantly, The tragedy occurred on the 
Braun farm 14 miles west of Dids- 
bury, at 2:30 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. 

“We tried to kill mamma and I 
killed him instead,” was the  boy’s 
simple statement to the police when 
the tragedy. 
The lad was removed to Didsbury 
where he was placed in the care of 
an uncle.

CLAIMS OF S. 
LINE DELEGATES 
WERE REFUSED 


A delegation of residents of the 
district west of Wetaskiwin and Po- 
noka with C. J. Rickard of Lone 
Ridge, as spokesman, waited upon the 
government Friday morning and ask- 
ed for the building of the Lacombe & 
Northwestern railway line on a new 
route from that now proposed. It 
was the opinion of the delegation 
that instead of extending from Hoad- 
ley, the present terminus, on the west 
side of Pigeon Lake, the road should 
run north from Rimbey on the east 
side of Pigeon Lake, following the 
survey of the S line of the C.N.R. to 
Edmonton and leaving the Rimbey- 
Hoadley road as a stub line. 

In support of this request it was 
claimed that such a railway would 
serve a more thickly populated coun- 
try and one better suited to farming. 
with a substantial population already 
on the land and in want of better 
transportation facilities. 

Premier Greenfield gave an unfav- 
orable answer. He said the govern- 
ment could not consider such a pro- 
position for the reason that the build- 
ing of a road by the route suggested 
would mean too close paralleling of 
the Edmonton-Calgary line of the 
C.P.R. It is the government's inten- 
tion he said, to proceed with the ex- 
tension of the Lacombe and North- 
western from Hoadley, as first plan- 
ned.—Journal. 


W. EDMONTON TORIES 
NOMINATED DOUGLAS 


Edmonton, April 16—J. M. Douglas 
present member of the city council 
of Edmonton, was chosen by West 
Edmonton Conservatives at a conyen- 
tion here last night as the party can- 
didate for the federal riding of West 
Edmonton in the next election. Sey- 
eral other nominations were before 
the convention but all withdrew ex- 
cepting Mr. Douglas, CG, Y. Weaver 
ana F, CG, Jamieson. 

Mr. Douglas was elected to the Do- 
minion house as a Liberal member 
for Strathcona in 1911. In 1917 he 
was returned as a Unionist member 
for Strathcona. He went down to 
defeat in 1921 as a Conservative can- 
didate, the riding being won by D. W. 
Warner, Progressive. 

Last night Mr. Douglas came out 
flatly for a high tariff wall across 
Canada, claiming that this alone 
would restore prosperity to the coun- 
try and stop the exodus of people to 
the United States. The other candi- 
dates also advocated high tariffs in 
all lines. The convention was attend- 
ed by less than one hundred dele- 
rates.

A gloom was cast over the commun- 
ity on Monday, when it was learned 
that Inez Viola, beloved wife of Mr. 
Cc. A. Morris, had passed out of this 
life at the family residence in the 
southern. part of the city. She was 
born at Sycamore, Ill, and was aged 
sixty-nine years, six months and three 
days. At an carly age she moved 
with her parents to Iowa, where she 
resided until coming ta Aiberta eigh- 
teen years ago. She marvied her now 
sorrowing husband at TJizonic, Iowa, 
on March 27, 1888—over forty-two 
years ago. 

The late Mrs. Morris was in poor 
health for some time as she suffered 
from heart trouble.

JOSEPH DOWLER 


With the passing Aivay ot Mr. 
Joseph Dowler on Friday afternoon, 
April 17, 1925, at three o'clock, the 
village and district of Millet lost one 
of its oldest and most respected citi- 
zens. Mr. Dowler came to Millet 
twenty-six years ago, and has remain- 
ed continuously in the district since 
then. 

He was born in Latrum, County of 
Tyrone, Ireland, on September 2rd, 
1845. When five years of age he 
came with his parents to Canada, who 
settled in Huntingdon, Quebec. On 
this voyage, in a sailing ship, there 
was some delay, and they spent ten 
weeks on the ocean. He married 
Miss Alice Squire in {S874. They have 
four children, all living, Obadiah, at 
Pigeon Lake; Fred and Mrs, Me- 
Cracken, in Calgary, and Herbert, at 
Prinee Albert. He had been active 
in the social and religious betterment 
of the communities in which he lived. 
He was a member of the Methodist 
church for many years, and for more 
than forty-five years had been an ac- 
tive member of the 1.0.0,I. 

About nine months ago, Mr. Dow- 
ler had a stroke of paralysis, from 
which he recovered and became quite 
active again, His final sickness last- 
ed about a fortnight, gradually sink- 
ing until the end came, All the fam- 
ily were present at the funeral, which 
took place on Sunday afternoon, April 
19. The family gathered for a few 
moments of prayer in the privacy of 
the home, then in charge of the 1.0, 
O.i., the cortege left the house at 
2:30 p.m. The funeral service was 
held in the United Church, conducted 
by the pastor, The church was pack- 
ed to the doors, with some standing 
outside.

SUPREME COURT 


The spring sittings of the Supreme 
Court for the trial of civil eases was 
held here last week. with Mr. Justice 
Walsh presiding. There was a smatl 
docket. The following cases were 
disposed of: 

Ruttle vs Yates—This was an ac- 
tion in which the issue was the valid- 
ity of the will of the late Daniel 
Ruttle, and the judge found in favor 
of the wil, Messrs Toggia & Man- 
ley for the defendant, and Messrs.

Owen vs City of Weiskiwin—This 
vas an action questioniuy the valid- 
ity of a tax sale of a niec2 of property 
sold by the City of Wetaskiwin, and 
there was also a counterclaim for 
taxes. The case was settled on the 
day of trial The plaintiff received 
back his property and the amount of 
his indebtedness to the Cily was fixed 
at $955.00 upon which he was cllowed 
a credit of $150.00, Alex.

An average price of $118.27 was real- 
ized for the 67 bulls whieh passed 
through the sale ring at the Mdmon- 
ton arena Tuesday. The shorthorn 
entries provided the high figure in 
the breeds with 44 animals disposed 
of at an average price of $128.59. 
The Herefords were next, at an aver- 
age valuation of $115, and the Ayr- 
shire entries averaged $106.66. The 
Holstein bulis in the ring made an ay- 
erage of $85, while the Aberdeen An- 
gus animals averaged $S4. 

The general high quality of the 
Shorthorn entries was reflected in 
the demand from the bidders. Top 
price of the sale was realized by Dr. 
P. R. Talbot for his good red ealf, 
which the previous day had been made 
champion of the breed. This animal 
was bought by T. S. McAfee of Edger- 
ton for $850, Th reserve champion 
of the Shorthorns also went to. the 
Edgerton district, being bought by 
N. Eddleston from E. M. Roberts & 
Son, of Castor, at $325, Another good 
young bull from this same herd sold 
to H. A. Schole of Chipman for $255, 
while two animals contributed by G. 
NR. Ball and Sons, of Strathcona, sold 
for $290 and $200 respectively.

The following radio message was 
received by Mr. A. S. Rosenroll on 
Wednesday, being sent by Mr, Curt 
Smith on board the ocean liner 
Deutchland: “We have had wonderful 
trip; sunshine all day long; we are 
badly sunburned. Everything — nice 
and everyone as pleasant as possible; 
{Staff very attentive.” 
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portion north of the Lucas bridge 
dragged last week, but the machine 
was delayed in shipment. The drag 
has arrived, however, and the work 
Will be done at once. In reference to 
the Pigeon Lake road, the few miles 
nearest to the city were in the worst 
condition, but this will be attended 
to as soon as weather permits. It 
is the intention of the department to 
put the road to the lake in first class 
shape as quickly as possible and to 
keep it in good condition in the fu- 
ture, Those camping at the lake will 
be glad to know that a telephone ser- 
vice will be completed to the lake be- 
fore the camping season opens. 

In speaking of the work of the legis- 
lature, Mr. Sparks referred to only a 
few of the acts, which were put 
through or amended. The handling of 
hides is now regulated by the Stock 
Inspection Act, instead of by the Pro- 
duce Merchants’ Act. Some amend- 
ments were made to the Legal Pro- 
fessions Act, in that benchers are now 
elected for 2 years instead of three. 
It was proposed to bond solicitors, 
but this did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the members. The Jury Act 
was amended, and now a judge may 
excuse a juryman if good cause is 
shown. An amendment to the Medi- 
cal Professions Act was carried, and 
now chiropractors are regulated un- 
der the act. The Solemnization of 
Marriage act was amended, raising the 
age of the contracting parties from 
fifteen to sixteen years. The Hospital 
License Act was changed, providing 
that no operation can take place in 
a private hospital. The Dairymen’s 
Act was also amended respecting the 
weighing and grading of cream. Leg- 
islation was also passed empowering 
cities and towns to bonus industries 
(o a limited extent. 

The most important questions be- 
fore the house were the railways run- 
ning to the north country and the irri- 
gation system in the south, A million 
dollar sugar plant is being built at 
Raymond, and the farmers there are 
pledged to raise 6000 acres of sugar 
beets, for which they will he paid at 
least $6.00 a ton. The Lacombe rail- 
way will be extended 20 miles this 
year, 

ln speaking of the tourist traffic, 
it could not be expected that the roads 
in the proyinee could be made as good 
as the paved roads in the U.S., 
cost would be too great, but the gov- 
ernment will do what it ean to

Dr. Tory in his recent report to 
parliament outlined a number of 
ways in which Canada can meet the 
agricultural loan problem: 

1. It can try to persuade the mort- 
gage companies to make loans for 
production at lower rates. 

2. It can adopt the American sys- 
tem. This is the solution favored by 
Dr. Tory, but he stressed the fact 
that with our small population, dupli- 
cation of dominion and provincial 
schemes would involve such an over- 
head that it would defeat its own pur- 
pose of lowering interest charges. 

Dr. Tory, therefore, recommends 
that the dominion government should 
borrow money on farm loan bonds 
and advance it to the provinces on 
their guarantee to conduct their own 
credit schemes,

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Baker’s New 
School Plan 


“The highest approbation of his 
plan for assessing the entire rural 
part of the province for the support 
of schools, has come from many quar- 
ters,” said Perrin Baker, minister of 
education. So far no opposition to 
the plan has come to the minister’s 
ears. “But it may be rather early to 
say there will be none,” he said with 
a smile. 

While the suggested act provides 
only that a levy may be made for ed- 
ucational purposes, the disposition of 
the fund of nearly a“ million and a 
half dollars anticipated from this 
source would have to be provided for 
by legislation. The act does not cov- 
er this, said Mr. Baker, but his plan 
would be to make “an equalization 
grant of $500 to each country school! a 
district, which would pay taxes to 
the province according to its ability. 

Under this plan the poor school dis- 
trict which was assessed at only $60 
would receive as much for school pur- 
poses each year as the rich district 
which might pay $1000 in taxes. Ru- 
ral education would no longer depend 
upon the season’s harvest but prim- 
ary education would be insured for 
each child in the district. 

It is probable that the salary of 
the teacher and the fees of pupils 
attending city high school from the 
rural districts would be the first con- 
sideration to be met out of the grant. 
—Albertan. 


The Grades of 
Canadian Eggs 


The value of egg grading will not 
have reached the limit of its possi- 
bilities until the buyers for the fam- 
ily table have learned to distinguish 
between the different grades, which 
are “Specials,” “Extras,” “Firsts” and 
“Seconds.” Until one has learned to 
ask or “Specials” when the _ finest 
quality of new laid eggs is desired he 
will have no assurance of getting that 
quality of freshness and delicacy of 
flavor so desirable in a boiling egg. 
This, which is the highest of the 
standard grades, is a product large- 
ly of the specialist poultryman who 
observes every condition for produc- 
ing the highest type of egg and get- 
ting it to market at once. Eggs of 
this grade are also the largest requir- 
ing to be 25 ounces to the dozen and 
of uniform size. Eggs of the “Special” 
grade are not on the market at all 
seasons of the year, The next grade 
“Foxtras” to all but the most exacting, 
is a first class boiling egg, lacking 
only that delicacy of flavor that 
goes with extreme freshness, ‘his 
is a popular egg for the breakfast 
table and is obtainable at practically 
all seasons of the year. it might 
weigh a little less than the “Special” 
the standard being 24 ounces to the 
dozen. “Firsts” come into the class 
of smaller eggs, being 2245 ounces to 
the dozen, and while still good they 
lack that flavor and texture of the 
higher grades. “Seconds” come with- 
in the culinary class, still sound in 
quality but not so fresh as “I'irsts”’. 

During a discussion of these grades 
at a session of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the house of commons, it 
was brought out by an officer of the 
department of agriculture that the 
grocers who are wideawake to the ad- 
vantages of advertising their best 
grades of eggs are rapidly developing 
their trade in this commodity. 


SEEDING OPERATIONS 
ARE AT A STANDSTILL 


Lethbridge, April 20.—Seeding op- 
erations in southern Alberta are at 
a standstill due to a drenching rain- 
storm which swept the country from 
the north beginning about 7 o'clock 
Monday evening. Reports reaching 
the city indicate that the rain ex- 
tends from Vulcan to Coutts and from 
Bow Island west to the Rockies. The 
precipitation is particularly heavy on 
the Cardston line where rain began 
falling about 6 o'clock. About 15 
per cent of the seeding in this dis- 
trict is done and with the soil soaked 
for two feet in the so-called dry area 
and from three to four feet in the 
southwest, prospects for a harvest are 
exceedingly bright.

mitted verbally and in writing by re- 

presentatives of the various country 
boards of trade, as well as those of 
the Edmonton board, Mr, Van Allen’s 

scheme, when sumbitted to the meet- 

ing, was readily adopted. 

Another important step taken at 
the morning session, was the forma- 
tion of a central committee of the 
executive council, composed of the 
president, Mr. Van Allen; the three 
vice presidents, F. P. Layton, Cam- 
rose; R. B, Welliver, Red Deer; A. W. 
Fraser, Vegreville; the secretary, J. 
Blue, Edmonton; and the five repre- 
sentatives of the Edmonton board of 
trade. To this committee will be en- 
trusted the general conduct of the 
business affairs of the association, the 
idea in mind being that frequent 
meeting of these men will be possible, 
where the calling of frequent confer- 
ences of the full executive council, 
which includes representtives of ev- 
ery board of trade or kindred organ- 
ization in Alberta, north of township 
38, would be inadvisable. The com- 
plete council will be called together 
perhaps not oftener than annually or 
semi-annually, the committee carry- 
ing on in the meantime. 

President Van Allen, in introducing 
his plan of organization, urged that 
the association apply itself to two

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main spheres of activity; firstly, the 
destruction of pessimism and the 
creation of a spirit in Alberta more 
favorable towards aggressive immi- 


|gration policies, and, secondly, em- 


ployment of the machinery of the or- 
ganization to welcome and assist in- 
coming settlers and coordinate the 
work of others along this line. 


The plan of organization as  out- 
lined by President Van Allen and 


Edmonton | adopted by the meeting, calls for the 


division of association activities into 
five different departments, with a 
competent man in charge of each. 
With regard to the first of these, the 
finance department, Mr. Van Allen 
pointed out that the Edmonton board 
of trade had generously offered to 
provide stationery, secretarial ser- 
vices, etc., and to place its plant and 
equipment at the disposal of the as- 
sociation for the furtherance of the 
work. How the additional revenue 
needed shall be determined is a mat- 
ter which will be determined later, 


The second section formed will be 
known as the intelligence department. 
Arrangements will here be made to 
keep in touch with the railways, the 
land settlement association, the fed- 
eral government, and other bodies en- 
gaged in immigration and colonization 
work, and to secure up-to-the-minute 
information to be passed on to anoth- 
er department, who will apply it to 
the proper uses. The intelligence de- 
partment, too, will do everything pos- 
sible toward the creation and main- 
tenance of the proper sentiment 
among Albertans themselves. 

Next comes the legislative depart- 
ment, to be placed in charge of an 
expert, and to confine its activities 
to watching legislation affecting im- 
migration, colonization and the natur- 
al resources, and making proper re- 
presentations when considered advis- 
able. 

The department of organization 
will be charged with the duty of di- 
viding the northern half of the pro- 
vince into constituencies, each divi- 
sion to be under a chairman appoint- 
ed by the central committee, and to 
be responsible for the organization 
and coordination of colonization and 
land settlement work in its own indi- 
vidual section of the province, also 
for the welcoming of incoming set- 
tlers. 

The final department of the asso- 
ciation is that of “reception and loca-

look after their direction. 
Throughout the discussion at the 
morning session, the feeling was pre- 
dominant that something 
done to ensure the expurgation of 
pessimism from the ranks of Alber- 
tans, and to prove to outsiders that 
central and northern Alberta need 
take second place agriculturally to 
no other section of the world. That 
some action should be taken looking 
to the assisting of relatives of set- 
tlers already here to get over the 
immigration barrier. Listing of rent- 
ed lands was another suggestion made. 


OUR NORTHERN WARDS 

Quite evidently the Eskimo inhabi- 
tants of the northern coastlands of 
Canada need a good deal more regu- 
lative attention than the mounted po- 
lice can give them unless the strength 
of that force is very considerably in- 
creased. They would get it, too, if 
there was any way of making them 
pay the cost. They seem to be one 
class whose poverty and remoteness 
give them exemption from taxation. 
That being the case, the rest of us 
will have to count it part of the white 
man’s burden to go on establishing 
police posts and patrols in that far 
off hinterland in order to keep the 
Eskimo from killing one another and 
murdering missionaries and traders 
who wander into their domain.-—Bul- 
letin. 


RABBITS A PEST IN SOUTH 

Jack rabbits have become so great 
a pest in the southern part of Alberta 
that thousands have been killed in 
drives. Many of the animals are be- 
ing used on fox farms. It is thought 
that the determined efforts on the 
part of the farmers to rid themselves 
of coyotes has led to an increase in 
the rabbits as the coyotes prey upon 
them. Other opinion is that the rab- 
bits multiply rapidly for a few years 
and then die off. Still others believe 
the rabbits migrate. Whatever is the 
reason they are at present a great 
pest in the south, and have ruined 
shrubbery, berry bushes and small 
trees.

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LOGICAL ROUTE FOR 
SHIPPING WESTERN 
GRAIN TO EUROPE 


Speaking quite naturally, from a 
Vancouver standpoint, the Province 
and the Sun deplore the loss arising 
from export of Canada's grain by way 
lof the American ports, The Sun says 
“Ten years ago New York was hand- 
ling little or no Canadian grain, Mon- 
Halifax and St. John did most 
of this business. Of the 1922 crop, 
New York handled 118,000,000 bus- 
hels of Canadian grain against 57,- 
000,000 via Montreal. 

“When the Yankee goes out for 
business he goes after it with a ven- 
geance, The Yankees have gone af- 
ter the Canadian grain business and 
today they control it, Of the 1923 
crop, 178,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
grain moved from Fort William to 
world markets via American boats, 
American railroads and American At- 
lantic ports. 

“There is no use asking how New 
York or Buffalo can take this busi- 
ness away from Canadians. The fact 
is that they are doing it.” 

The shortest route of all to Eur: 
ope, therefore, the one that could 
best meet all competition, is the Hud- 
son Bay route. 

The Province says: “Canadian 
grain, routed westward, finds a mar- 
ket through Canadian channels only, 
They are no pickings on the route for 
the foreigner. Any profit there is 
comes to Canadian pockets or pays 
interest on Canadian investments.” 

The “foreigner” mentioned is our 
good neighbor but ultra-keen business 
man—the Yankee—who has placed a 
prohibitive tariff on Canadian wheat 
yet is not adverse to accepting a 
profit of millions for handling it in 
transit. 

With the Hudson’s Bay route in op- 
eration, all Canadian grain could, and 
should, reach tidewater and cheap 
transportation at Canadian  ports— 
‘thereby retaining the entire industry 
and profits within the Dominion. 

Competent authorities have estimat- 
ed Canada's loss at $35,000,000 due to 
alien transport of grain. This would 
be much more than sufficient to 
complete the outlet to the ocean arm 
provided by nature to transport Can- 
ada’s export surplus of wheat. 

Why not stop that leak of mil- 
lions and enhance the entire Domin- 
ion’s prosperity? 

Even the east is lessening its op- 
position to the Hudson's Bay project 
as shown by the following paragraph 
in the Monetary Times.: 

“The Hudson’s Bay scheme may be 
impracticable. It is at least prema- 
ture. But most of the work is done, 
and this work .is of practically no 
value unless the road and some ter- 
minal facilities are completed. The 
scheme may be a piece of folly, but 
it would be a greater folly to leave it 
as it is. The opinion of experts as to 
its value is divided, and can be set- 
tled only by a practical test.”—Moose 
Jaw Times.
